Upland planners deny request 


for condo project for seniors

Upland planners denied a request 
for a condominium project for the 
elderly Thursday in 4-2 split vote. 

The 186-unit development 
proposed: by Lewis Homes of 
California and the Westland Venture 
Company would provide housing at 
an estimated cost of $40,000 to 
$50,000, but in units that fail to meet 
many requirements of the city’s 
strict condominium ordinance. 


Sam: Angona, spokesman for the 
Westland Venture Company, said 
the decision would be appealed to 
the City Council. 

‘We're not communicating here,” 
he said after the vote was taken. 
“This project exceeds the standards 
for the elderly set by many agen- 
cies. 


“The problem is, Upland keeps 
equating quality projects with size 
and price.” 

The one- and two-bedroom units 
would range from 560 square feet in 
size, to 805 square feet. The city 
ordinance requires a minimum of 
900 square feet for one-bedroom 
units, and 1,100 square feet for two- 
bedroom units. 

Angona argued that the elderly do 
not need — or desire — large units. 


He said decreased mobility and an 
interest in lower utility costs and 
necessary maintenance makes older 
citizens want the smaller units. 

In the staff report to 
commissioners, several areas of 
concern were outlined. Some minor 
alterations to the interior space 
were requested; a condition calling 
for the designation of all 12 of the 
smaller one-bedroom units for the 
handicapped was asked for, 
treatment of the appearance of the 
carports was mentioned; and a 
concern about the variance from the 
city’s requirement for all parking 
spaces to be a maximum of 100 feet 
from the respective units. 

Angona said none of the issues 
would create a serious problem 
except the final request. 

The site plan allows for some of 
the parking spaces to be as far as 220 
feet from the units. Angona said it 
would be necessary to delete up to 70 
of the proposed units to meet the 
city requirements. 

He said the developers would be 
willing to work out an alternative 
proposal to cover some of the 
walkways to the carport areas if the 
city would accept such a 
compromise. 

Planning Commissioners Ed 
Sloman and Faye Bert voted in 


favor of approving the project 

‘I appreciate the problems, but 
the project has enough merit to give 
it a shot,” said Sloman. He added 
that the location of the project, 
proposed for the southwest corner of 
Chaffee Street and Grove Avenue, 
was probably the most realistic 
choice for a development of that 
sort 

Commissioners John Meyer, John 
Zinda, Tom Harris and Hank 
Houston voted against the proposal 
They indicated there were too many 
problems conceming the size of the 
units and the site plan to merit 
approval. 

Commissioner Rosalie Kamansky 
was absent. 

“I’m not opposed *to low-cost 
housing for the elderly,”’ said 
Harris, ‘‘but I’m violently opposed 
to this site plan. 

“To me, all.it is is an apartment, 
not a condominium.’’ 

Zinda said it seemed to be a 
condition if the developer creates 
age limitations for, residents, the 
city then lowers standards. 

“Anyone could ask for that,’’ he 
said 

A written appeal to the city must 
be submitted within five days by the 
applicant, in order for the matter to 
come before the City Council. 


Upland Council OKs new policy 


of charging for public records 


A new policy permitting the city 
to pass the expense of retrieving 
public records on to the requesting 
party was approved Monday by the 
Upland City Council. 


The resolution is aimed at 
businesses such as local pool 
chemical companies and real estate 
firms and at politicians who make 
extensive use of city records, accor- 
ding to City Manager Lee Travers. 

He said commercial enterprises 
and special interest groups often 
utilize the files to compose mailing 
lists, map campaign strategies and 
identify potential customers. It may 
take hours of staff time to compile 
the requested information. 

“TI see this as resolving a matter 
that is occasionally a problem,”’ 
Travers told the council. 

He indicated the fee, including 
both the cost of making any copies 
and of the employee’s time in- 
volved, would be applied on a dis- 
cretionary basis. 

Most citizens who request to see 
the public records will not be charg- 
ed, he said, except for a 4cent fee 
for any copies made. 

He said the new rate schedule 
would be applied in those instances 
where a request involves a substan- 
tial amount of an employee’s time. 

The fees will be based on the hour- 
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ly rate for personnel in each depart- 
ment. Costs will range from $11.14 
to $16.50 per hour. 

The resolution also limits physical 
access to the public documents to 
city employees, in an effort to pre- 
vent theft, mutilation or accidental 
damage to the originals. Travers 
said citizens will be allowed to in- 
spect the records, or have copies 
made at the 4-cent-per-page rate. 

City Attorney Don Maroney said 
the tightening in city policy still did 
not match guidelines the state has 
set in actually barring use of public 
records for business reasons. 

The fee schedule may also be 
modified by the council as deemed 
necessary, both for employee time 
and for copies. 

Access to public records is 
available to all citizens by both state 
and federal law, except for those

Upland sign ordinance discussed

Balancing specific guidelines without limiting the 
possibilities for signs in Upland became the issue in a 
special workshop Thursday for the city’s councilmen and 
Architectural Commission. 

Nearly everyone attending the meeting, including 
representatives of the Upland Chamber of Commerce 
and business community, agreed the city’s sign 
ordinance is outdated. But whether the answer lies in 
formulating a strict set of rules or governing the size, 
color and placement of signs in remaining flexible was 
the stumbling block. 

The work session was called following the council’s 
decision to overrule the denial for a sign by the 
Architectural Commission. 

Mayor John McCarthy and Councilman Frank 
Carpenter voted against approval of the request by the 
Ontario Neon Company, arguing the answer instead lies 
in developing a consistent policy. 

The request involved a proposed 30-square-foot sign to 
be placed on a building in an industrial zone at the corner 
of Mountain Avenue and Ninth Street. 

The sign ordinance allows 1-square-foot of sign per 
each linear foot of frontage on the street in most cases, 
but has determined signs for industrial buildings should 
be limited to 6 square feet. The reasoning behind the 


Boys’ club building

After less than six weeks on the market, the former 
clubhouse for the West End Boys’ Club was sold to an 
Upland investor. 

Jim Hampton, president of the club's board of 
directors, announced Tuesday that the facility at 496 E. C 
St. in Upland was purchased by Richmond Quackenbush, 
a local real estate investor. 

The building, formerly the Upland post office, was 
closed in December when the financially strapped club 
ran low on funds. The group’s second facility in Ontario 
was also closed. 

Board members first chose to lease rather than sell the 
building, reasoning that it would be virtually impossible 
to match the 6 percent interest rate on the building’s 
mortgage. 

A religious organization rented the facility in 
December, but left after losing $5,000 of sound

Councilwoman Ina Petokas said that night she felt the 
city had not been consistent with signs allowed in the 
area, and voted in favor of approving the request. 
Councilmen Frank Hoover and Al Canestro also voted in 
favor, concerned with the appearance of other signs in 
the area. 

The council did determine, however, that it would be 
necessary to meet with the Architectural Commission to 
explain why the original denial was overruled, and 


attempt to find a way to make the sign ordinance more 


responsive to actual needs in the community.

equipment in a break-in. Hampton said no other parties 
interested in leasing the building could be found. 

The facility was put up for sale in mid-January and 
papers for the purchase were signed earlier this week. 
Escrow is expected to close in 60 days. 

Hampton said the board will continue its search for a 
new location in which to reopen the club. 

“We're looking for someone to donate space or a 
room,”’ he said. ‘‘Or maybe a situation where we are ina 
co-op with a related organization.” 

Board members blame many of the financial problems 
on a lack of community support. Outside of a small group 
of concemed parents who protested the close of the 
Upland facility, there was little response to the board’s 
plea for contributions to keep the club operating. 

Quackenbush plans to rent the building if the sale is 
completed. He said this will be his first commercial 
property, but he owns several apartments in Ontario and 
Upland. 


New Chaffey grade system well-received

A new system of reporting grades 
has received plaudits in the Chaffey 
Joint Union High School District de- 
spite a rash of inquiries over how 
many credits students have re- 
ceived. 


Robert Erickson, the district's as- 
sistant superintendent in charge of 
instruction, told trustees Monday 
that new report cards did not prop- 
erly indicate the number of credits 
earned by some students. 


Several telephone calls were re- 
ceived from concerned parents who 
saw on the card that their students 
were falling behind in school, he 
said. The fault, however, lay with a 
computer’s data base that did not 
contain up-to-date information. 

New report cards were designed 
from an Alta Loma School District 
prototype, to give parents a variety 
of information ‘on their students. 

Contained on the cards are grad- 


t 


es, number of graduation units, 
competency test results, attendance 
and a comment section. 

Teachers can choose from 40 dif- 
ferent comments ranging from ‘‘a 
pleasure to have in class’’ to ‘‘call 
me’’. 


The attendance section, consid- 
ered one of the most crucial by dis- 
trict officials, informs parents how 
many class sessions a student at- 
tended for each period during the 
school quarter. 


If a student is ‘‘skipping’’ certain 
periods, Erickson noted, the ab- 
sences will show up for those peri- 
ods on the card. 

Board members praised the new 
cards but board member Raymond 
Sarrio asked if the data base would 
be kept current., Erickson said he in- 
tended to keep the number of units 
earned up to date but admitted the 
system could still reflect old infor- 
mation for some students. 

He suggested that.a disclaimer 


notifiying parents of that possibility 
be included on the card. Should 
problems continue, he added, inclu- 
sion of credits earned may have to 
be terminated. 

In another matter, board mem- 
bers cleared up potential election 
problems by adopting method of 
breaking ties for school board seats. 

In the event a tie occurs in an 
election, the board voted to select by 
lot the winner. 

A second option would have 
placed the names of candidates into 
a special election to break the tie. 
Favoring the second option were 
board members Martha Chapman 
and Charles Uhalley.. 

Chapman said she would rather 
let voters, not board members, de- 
cide who should be elected. Uhalley 
agreed saying a lottery could lead.to 
problems if the two candidates are 
dramatically opposed on issues. 

But in making the motion, board 
member Curtiss Bonneville Jr. felt 
financial considerations made a sne- 
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cial election prohibitive. Such an 
election could cost the district $20,- 
000 or more, Superintendent Mike 
Dirksen said. 


Bonneville said all candidates will 
know in advance that ties would be 
broken by a lottery and that finan- 
cial considerations would outweigh’ 
going to the voters again. . 

Board member Gerald Wolf 
agreed, adding that ties would be 
rare. 

On the same vote, the board ap- 
proved a resolution requiring candi- 
dates to pay for their own candidate 
statements in a voter’s pamphlet. 

Dirksen also presented board 
members with a budget calendar . 
that will allow the board to see the 
first draft of the 1981-82 document 
on March 23. The tentative budget is 
scheduled to go before the board on 
June 15, the final budget on Aug. 3.

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rtist creates with delicate touc

Roy L. Modgling has the large, 
strong hands of a horseman and 
welder ... yet he draws and paints 
with a delicate touch. 

His works, for the most part, are 
of horses and Indians. In 1979, 
Modgling did 24 sketches of John 
Wayne. 

“I did one (head and shoulders) 
and everyone wanted one,”’ he said. 
‘‘Before I finished, I had done 22 
and two the full body length. 
Someone who knew John Wayne said 
I had really captured him. But like 
an Indian says, ‘I don’t want to do it 
again!’ I got pretty sick of doing the 
same thing over and over.” 

Modgling was born in Oklahoma 
and lived for many years in 
Pomona. He had 2 appaloosas and 
bred them down to 30-inches tall. 

“I studied the history of the ap- 
paloosa and our bloodline was from 
the best foundation,” he said. He 
raised and sold the ponies, and 
Modgling and his wife Lucille, 
started the POA (Pony of the 
Americas) group in California. 

The artist also built five 
stagecoaches to be pulled by his 
horse and ponies. The largest was 
almost as big as an original stage 


coach. The smallest was for the 
ponies to pull. 

The Modglings would drive the 
stagecoach at Santa’s Village and 
school carnivals. He charged the 
riders, but at the schools, he shared 
the earnings on a percentage basis 
so the schools profited. 

Now retired from welding, his 
horses sold except one at his son’s 
place in Chino and with time on his 
hands, Modgling keeps busy pain- 
ting and drawing. 

‘“‘But he has to be in the mood,” 
Mrs. Modgling said. “‘He won’t paint 
if he doesn’t feel like it.’’ 

Modgling said he has always 
drawn things since he was a kid. At 
14, he saw an oil demonstration at a 
little church in Pomona. ‘‘I watched 
all afternoon, and when the artist 


finished, he gave me the oils left 
over. I used those paints over and 
over ... and I never had another 
lesson,’’ he said. 

He has a definite understanding of 
horses in his paintings. Modgling 
brings out the feeling of power and 
action in the animals. 

His best works are in his studies of 
Indians ... and John Wayne. The ar- 
tist catches the true expression in 
the eyes and mouths, which isn’t 
easy to do. Modgling also draws 
houses exceptionally well such as 
the old O.S. Ensign House on the 
corner of Main Street and South 
Laurel Avenue, Ontario.

Transit board slow in making reductions

The Omnitrans board of directors 
indicated a reluctance Tuesday to 
move swiftly in following a staff 
recommendation to reduce fixed- 
route and dial-a-ride service to meet 
state financial requirements. 

Instead, the board decided to rely 
on recommendations of the county's 
individual communities, asking that 
representatives of the cities return 
with proposals for reductions in non- 
productive routes and dial-a-ride 
changes in their areas. Target date 
for implementing the changes is 
April 1. 


__This decision emerged from a 
four-hour workshop conducted by 
the board in the San Bernardino 
Convention Center.

As a step toward meeting these 
requirements, the Omnitrans board 
at an early February meeting ap- 
proved a schedule of fare increases 
that will go into effect Sunday. 
Boosts include an increase in basic 
fare from 35 cents to 50 cents, stu- 
dent fare from 25 cents to 35 cents 
and senior citizen fare from 15 cents 
to 25 cents. 


After a lengthy discussion of 
possible service cuts in fixed-route 
operations, the board approved a 
motion by Third District Supervisor 
David McKenna referring the ques- 
tion of possible service cuts to the 
communities. Their recommen- 
dations are to be returned to the 
board for action. 


An Omnitrans staff report earlier 
recommended significant cutbacks 
in bus and dial-a-ride service, along 
with the fare increase, to meet the 
state standard.

The report further recommended 
that the use of dial-a-ride and dial-a- 
lift be limited exclusively to the 
elderly and handicapped, specifying 
that the service is now too costly. 


The board also declined to act on 
this recommendation. 
The first step taken by the

It was only a B-grade TV 
rerun about a man with gills 
who murdered unsuspecting 
female steamship 
passengers and escaped 
into the sea. 

But when Cecile was 6, it 
was real. 

“T was really scared,” 
17-year-old recalls. ‘‘The 
same hight, I saw on the TV 
news about a little girl who 
was kidnapped from her 
home. 

“Those two things really 
affected me. I slept by a 
window for years. It was a 
long time before I got over 


it. 

Elaine, 37, is about to get 
a divorce from her husband 
of 18 years.

“The TV was on all the 
time. I got so I couldn't 
even stand the sound.”

“The reason I like it is 
because I have better vision 
than any kid in my class,”’ 
he says.

Alex, Cecile and Elaine 
Fraley are members of the 
same family. Residing in

Running enthusiast 
Fraley and 17-year-old 
Cecile, an AAU All-

petitor, say doing without 
television has given them 
more time to pusue their 
athletic and social ac- 
tivities. 

“T used to wonder how 
people did without 
television,’ Elaine Fraley 
says. ‘‘Now I wonder how 
they get along with it.” 

Although he has a part- 
time job at a bakery and 
plays Little League football 
on weekends, Alex says he 
wouldn’t mind having a TV 
around. 

“T miss it,’’ he confides. 

Alex’s protests bring him 
no satisfaction.

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Change your life by changing your environment

People can change their lives by 
changing their environment, 
believes Upland interior designer 
Grace Grodey. 

“T like to see people change their 
environment for happier living,” 
she said. ‘‘We really function better 
in beautiful surroundings because 
they affect our attitudes.” 

Mrs. Grodey said people ‘‘don't 
have to accept anything ugly’ in 
their surroundings whether it be 
clothing or furnishings. 

Her warmth and genuine concern 
for others come through as she talks 
about helping people to alter their 
surroundings. 

““You don’t have to have a lot of 
money. Modest homes can be very 
attractive, while the most expensive 
home can be cold,” she said. 

In beginning to change the interior 
of a home, the first step suggested 
by this designer is to decide how you 
live — formally or informally. 

“Then color follows naturally 
Formal interiors tend to be in 
pastels while casual homes feature 
earth tones.” she said. 

Next is to realize that your en- 
vironment is the most important 
thing in your life for it affects how 
you feel and think, she said. 

The third step is careful buying 
and selection of articles 

“To buy impulsively is the worst. 
Don’t do it. Plan your room,”’ she 
stressed. 

‘“4 room is only as good as the 
basic design of it permits,’ she 
cautioned. ‘‘You must have an un- 
derstanding of the basic design prin- 
ciples and use them.”’ 

This interior designer's 
philosophy gravitates around the 
concept of developing individual, 
good taste by being exposed to 

beauty 

She tries to teach this concept to 
others through evening classes. She 
currently is conducting a class in in- 
terior design Monday evenings in 
Chino and will begin Wednesday 
evening classes Feb. 4 in Claremont 


Both are through adult education. 

“T try to expose the class to all of 
the beauty in the world,”’ she ex- 
plained. ‘‘Basically, what I teach is 
what is beautiful. 

“Basic beauty never changes and 
neither does good, basic design. 

‘People can find substitutes for 
good (expensive) things by knowing 
what good design is,"’ she continued. 

‘So many miss so much because 
they endure bad paint, bad color, 
bad design.”’ 

Imparting an ‘‘understanding of 
the basic, underlying principles of 
good design’’ is a goal of this 
enthusiastic teacher. 

‘Once you understand things like 
proportion, scale, pattern and color, 
you learn to use these principles in 
any basic art form,’’ Mrs. Grodey 
said. 

Another concept she emphasizes 
is putting furniture in a room to fit 
the people in the home — hig chairs 
for big people, smaller chairs for 
smaller people. Proportion of the 
piece to the room is important too. 
she said. 

Mrs. Grodey has been in the in- 
terior design field for 25 years. She 
first ‘“‘did’’ model homes for about 
11 years after coming to Southern 
California in 1963 from Wisconsin: 
Later, she had a wallpaper shop in 
Claremont for several years and 
now is partners with Lillian King in 
Homes Beautiful in Upland. 

The room she and Mrs. King did 
two years ago for the ‘‘Showcase 
House 1979" in Upland as a benefit 
for the Children’s Home Society of 
California, has been featured in two 
publications. The room, a small 
combination study and bedroom 
utilizing a closet as an upholstered 
alcove, appeared first in the 
“Home’’ magazine of the Los 
Angeles Times Jan. 27, 1980, and 
later in the November 1980 edition of 
“Perfect Home.” 

The ‘‘best way’ to learn about 
good design, the charming. gray- 
haired designer suggested is “to 
look at model homes and pictures of 
rooms in magazines and books and 
evaluate the look for yourself.

‘“Is it comfortable?’ is the first 
question you should ask yourself,’’ 
she said. ‘‘Could I live in it?’’ is the 
next question.

‘Look and evaluate the room you 
see, Find out for yourself what you 
like and develop your own taste,” 
Mrs. Grodey said. 

“Livability — can you live with it?

The interior designer sees a 
return to traditional styles, par- 
ticularly on the part of young 
homemakers, who are buying oak 
and mahogany furniture, traditional 
wallcoverings and antique pieces. 
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She finds this ‘‘very heartening’’ 
because she believes it reflects a 
trend to the real fundamental in this 
country. 

“The hope of this county is in 
these homemakers who are turning 
to the comforts of real homes. 

‘‘Men build houses but women 
make the home,”’ she said. 

“‘Making a home is the greatest 
challenge anyone faces. You're con- 
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trolling your environment and that’s 
so important.’’ 

In conclusion, Mrs. Grodey said, 
“T teach because I feel everyone 
needs to understand that beauty and 
order belong in their environment.

LOS ANGELES — The 
trouble with humpback 
whales is that they sing 
their mournful tunes in far- 
off waters. 

The trouble with being a 
scientist is that nobody will 
give a scientist the money 
to divine those whale 
vocals. 

Things, however, were 
not always this way. 

But while Columbus had 
Isabelle’s ear, Capt. George 
Nichols of the Ocean 
Research and Education 
Society couldn’t get himself 
arrested in the seats of 
power. 

Neither, on the other 
hand, could William Ed- 
wards, a Marina del Rey 
real estate developer and 
part-time sailor, have any 
hope of signing on a 19th 
century sailing vessel for a 
trip to the humpback’s 
spawning grounds 

Enter Earthwatch, a non- 
profit organization founded 
a decade ago to link under- 
funded scientists with 
laymen - enthusiasts willing 
to fork out the cost of an 
average expensive vacation 
for the chance of rubbing 
elbows with men of science 
and, just maybe, the chance 
of making a lasting 
contribution to human 
knowledge. 

‘To me the choice was 
simple,’ says the 44-year- 
old Edwards. ‘‘After 
looking at the Earthwatch 
catalog for a year I finally 
made up my mind to do it. It 
was either that or spend the 
same amount of money for 
a couple of weeks of 
bellying-up to a buffet table 
on some cruise ship and 
then playing shuffleboard to 
lose the weight.” 

As it worked out, he spent 
$1,000 plus air fare, and 
turned fat into muscle by 
climbing yardarms, 
dressing sails and working 
in the galley on board Capt. 
Nichols’ 144-foot, three- 
masted barkentine, The 
Regira Maris.

In addition to working his 
tail off for the wind- 
powered ‘‘Queen of the 
Sea,” he studied marine 
mammalogy under some of 
the foremost whale 
scientists in the world. 

‘‘And on top of that,” he 
says fondly, ‘‘it put me back 
in touch with our past, and 
it put me back in touch with 
my body and with the sea. 
The work was hard and the 
hours long, but it was an 
education in itself.” 

And such experiences are 
not rare, says Linda Knight, 
the Massachusetts - based 
Earthwatch’s newly named 
California field 
representative. 

As far as she knows, there 
have been few complaints 
from the 5,000 people — 
1,400 in 1980 — who have 
taken Earthwatch 
expeditions. 

Though Knight, herself an 
alumni of a Mexico 
expedition, tries to fit local 
people to expeditions that 
will suit them most, she 
says many people are quite 
happy to go anywhere. 

In fact, the 75 trips to 
literally every point on the 
globe -offered in their 
catalog are open tO anyone 
from age 17 to 70 and 
beyond. 

About the only 
requirement, says Knight, 
is an inquiring mind and the 
ability to perform the tiring 
tasks of scientific research. 

Of course, you're also 
required to pay your own 
way, that’s air fare plus 
your ‘“‘contribution” to the 
expedition itself. Generally, 
most costs fall within a 
stone’s throw of $1,000 per 
person plus air fare, though 
there are a few trips for 
about $600, and a few more 
costing nearly three times 
that. 

But unlike most 
vacations, all reasonable 
travel expenses, plus the 
cost of the expedition are 
tax deductible since, as 
Knight puts it, you are 
contributing hands-on labor 
to an officially sanctioned

Joanne D’Arcangelo, 
R.N. and inservice director 
at the hospital, reports that 
participants must pre- 
register for the classes, 
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scientific expedition.

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Earthwatch’s Belmont, 
Mass., headquarters, Says 
the intent was for scientists 
to come down out of their 
ivory towers, to touch the 
taxpayers who have heen 
footing science’s bills. 

In all, she says, the 
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And what pleases local 
expeditions alumni most is 
that they were treated as 
integral members of the 
research team. 

Of course, being a 
research team member 
entails sharing the real 
misery and hard work 
usually encountered in such 
an undertaking, a lesson 
that Barbara Covey learned 
quickly.

River helping uncover 
remains of a trasitional 
Indian village that existed 
on the site 7,000 years ago.

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Listening heart 
neither harried 
nor hurried

That if you had a dream that God would grant your 
heart’s desire — would your heart’s desire do you credit? 
Given the opportunity, Solomon asked for ‘‘a heart with 
skill to listen.’”’ When he was called upon to succeed his 
father David to the throne, he saw himself as a ‘‘mere 
child, unskilled in leadership.” 

How many fail to get what they need to do the job 
right, simply because they presume the requisite ability 
is already theirs! As Jesus said, ‘‘They have not, because 
they ask not.’”’ Lacking humility, they lack much besides. 

Some would pursue their own interest first. Others 
may have their “left-overs.”” Jesus wamed, ‘‘Whoever 
cares for his own safety is lost; but if a man will let 
himself be lost for my sake and for the Gospel, that man 
is safe. What does a man gain by winning the whole world 
at the cost of his true self? What can he give to buy that 
self back?’’ (Mark 8: 35-37). 

Thus the wisdom of Solomon’s choice stands forth. It 
was a choice which (1) ‘‘well pleased the Lord,” (2) 
helped other people in need, and (3) led to all that he 
needed for himself, things he hadn’t asked for. When 
someone cares for God’s people, will God neglect him? 
As Jesus said to his disciples, ‘Inasmuch as you have 
done it unto one of the least of these, you have done it 
unto me.” 

But what of the choice itself? Those who follow their 
hearts come across as warm, human, and easy to relate 
with. A “‘heart with the skill to listen’ offers still more. 
Such hearts are neither harried'nor hurried. They don’t 
jump to conclusions, nor provide solutions before the 
other has finished speaking, nor fail to do justice to 
complicated situations. 

Hearts with the skill to listen can live with conflict; 
compromise, and contradiction — at least for a while. 
They take time to look at all sides of a question. They 
imagine themselves in the other person’s place. They do 
not judge. They accept. Their natural impulse is to trust, 
and to wait patiently, while the other comes to grips with 
the surge of power which flows from being trusted. 

The listening heart knows that ‘‘help’’ may not always 
be helpful. If a person is to live with the consequences of 
a decision, it must be his own decision. The listening 
heart clarifies, points up the alternatives available, but 
stops short of demanding the other choose this rather 
than that.

Last Baja Indians face future stoically

SAN JOSE DE LA 
ZORRA, Baja California — 
Isolated by rugged moun- 
tains, barely eking out a liv- 
ing from the rocky soil, this 
state’s last. remaining In- 
dians are stoically awaiting 
extinction. 

They once numbered in 
the thousands. 

Now there are only 759 In- 
dians left in Baja Califor- 
nia. They represent five 
tribes: Pai-Pai, Cochimi, 
Kumiai, Cucapah and 
Kikiwa.

Ancestors of the Cucapah 
cultivated the fertile Valley 
of “Mexicali while Kumiais 
settled in the Las Palmas 
and-Guadalupe valleys, and 
thé: Pai-Pai and Kiliwa lived 
in the Trinidad Valley. 

foday, none of this land 
belongs to the Indians. 

With the encroachment of 
civilization, they were 
gradually forced to retreat 
into the barren mountains, 
where the land is of little 
use for farming. Even here, 
in the remotest parts of the 
state, they struggle to hold 
on to what little land they 
have left. 

Six of the eight Indian 
viHages are involved in 
coilirt battles with neighbor- 
ing farmers and ranchers 
who have claimed the land 
that offers the most poten- 
tial for farming and cattle 
raising. 

“Eventually we’ll have to 
move up to that rocky hill,” 
said Espinoza Sabino 
Espinoza Ramirez, chief of 
the Kumiai Pillage of San 
Jose de la Zorra. ‘“‘They’ve 
already taken all of our 
other land.’’ 

Of the 297,191 hectares of 
land owned by the Indians, 
barely 0.1 percent is 
suitable for agriculture, ac- 
cording to the National In- 
dian Institute study. 

“In the case of the 
Kitiwas of Arroyo de Leon, 
the Kumiais of Juntas de 
Néji and the Cucapah,”’ the 
study went on, ‘‘they have 
nozland that can be used for 
farming.” 

Even if they had good 
soil, the study said, the In- 
dians don’t have the 
economic resources to buy 
seeds and farm equipment. 

The institute recently 
delivered three tons of seed 
toSan Jose de la Zorra, so 
the Kumiais will be able to 
plant wheat. The village has 
one tractor, on loan from 
the institute, to plow the 
fields. 

“We don’t have any 
irfigation here,’ said 
Espinoza, ‘“‘so we depend on 
the rain. We have dug two 
shallow wells by hand, 
which isn’t sufficient. 

“This village has been 
here for more than 150 
years, but things haven't 
changed much in that time. 
During the winter, we live 
on rice and beans, that’s 
about it. It’s a little better 
fof us during the rest of the 
year.” 

It. takes a four- wheel- 
drive vehicle approximate- 
ly two hours to get to the 
village from Ensenada. The 
narftow, winding, dirt road 
is covered with inches of 
dust during the dry season, 
but. when it rains the road 
dissolves into mud and is 
almost impassable. 

“When it rains,” said 
Espinoza, ‘‘we’re complete- 
ly<isolated up here. The 
streams become flooded 
and we can’t get out.’ 

fhe homes at San Jose de 
la Zorra are adobe, with 
dirt floors. There are no 
sanitary facilities, stores or 
doctors. Electricity is un- 
known here, as in most of 
the Indian communities. 

if a villager gets sick, he 
or=she has to travel 20 
kilometers on horseback to 
get to the nearest doctor. 
“So,” said Espinoza with a 
smile, ‘‘we try not to get 
sick.” 

The village has a one- 
room school and a young 
Pai-Pai teacher who lives 
and:works at the school dur- 
ing the week. He teaches 
grades 1 through 3. 


‘We have 12 students,” 
said the teacher, Eriberto 


Regland Gonzalez. ‘This 
village has had a teacher 
for only the last three 
years.” 

Although government 
scholarships are available 
for Indians who want to go 
beyond the third grade, 
none of the children at this 
village has taken advantage 
of it yet. 

“The children have to go 
to another village to attend 
school,’’ said Espinoza. 
“There are no buses to take 








them there, and we don’t 
have enough money to buy 
them the things they need 
that are not included in the 
scholarship.” 

Once the children finish 
school, they spend all their 
time helping their parents 
in the fields. Regland 
believes that the Indians’ 
only way out of this 
existence is for them to 
become educated. 

“Education is the basis 
for self - improvement,” he 
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said. “The young Indians 
believe this very strongly. 
We can’t depend on the 
government. The govern- 
ment just promises and 
promises and promises, but 
nothing ever happens.” 
The modest school, nam- 
ed after Mexican anarchist 
Ricardo Flores Magon, is 
being used to rescue rem- 
nants of the Kumiai culture. 
‘‘We are trying to save 
their language, first of all,” 
said Regland. ‘‘Then we try 
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to teach them the old 
customs — although unfor- 
tunately, many of them 
have already died out.” 


San Jose de la Zorra has | 


only 14 families, totaling 99 
persons. Their small houses 
are spread along the dusty 
valley covered with a few 
plowed fields, but nothing 
seemed to be growing. 

In addition to the school, 


the viliage has a one-room, Victoriano Carillo, a 73-year- old 
adobe church with a Kumiai Indian, walks back to his 
adobe hut in the mountainous Baja 
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California village of San Jose de la 
Zorra. Carillo is one of 759 remain- 
ing tribal Indians in Baja.

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Half of earth’s people depend on rice

Half the people on earth 
depend upon rice as their 
staple food. While the 
average person in the 
Orient consumes 400 pounds 
of it each year, an 
American eats less than 10 
pounds. Granted, a large 
part of the Far Easterner’s 
dependence on rice is not a 
matter of choice, but we 
deny ourselves many 
nourishing, economical 
meals through lack of 
familiarity with this 
versatile grain. 

Most of us need to do a 
total rethink’on the subject 
because the nutty flavor 
and rich texture of natural 
brown rice is vastly 
different from our common 
notion of’ rice as white, 
Sticky and rather bland, 
suitable for sticking under 
chop suey or subbing for 
potatoes in a pinch. 

Brown rice is a whole 
grain with only the tough 
outer hull milled away, 
while polished rice is 
without the bran and germ 
and their attendant 
vitamins, minerals, fiber 
and protein. Beriberi, a 
vitamin B deficiency 
disease, was in fact 
discovered when natives in 
Sarawack turned to 
imported white rice back in 
1890. Converted rice is a 
compromise: parboiling 
before milling drives some 
of the vitamins from the 
germ into the grain. For 
taste’s sake as well as 
nutrition, though, treat 
yourself to the real 
thing. With its full 
complement of complex 
carbohydrate and protein, 
less than 200 calories in a 
full cup serving and 
virtually no fat, brown rice 
can be liberated from side- 
dish status to a pominent 
place on your table. Simple 
additions such as ground 
toasted sesame seeds or 
chopped nuts, a tablespoon 
of lemon juice, diced 
vegetables, gravy or sauce, 
or another grain such as 
barley or whole-wheat 
berries easily dress up the 
dish. 

Brown rice is sold in 
supermarkets and is not 
expensive. For large 
quantities, check with 
natural foods outlets and co- 
ops for even more economy. 
When you’ re shopping, don’t 
mistake brown for wild riee 
which is technically not 
even rice but an aquatic 
grass, a delicious but 
expensive gourmet 
delicacy. It mixes well with 
brown rice, though, as ir 
the recipe that follows: 

TWO-RICE PILAF 
¥e cup wild rice 
1 cup brown rice 
1 tbsp. butter 

Ye cup mushrooms 

(sliced and sauteed) 

3 cups vegetable broth or 

water 

4a tsp. salt. 

Sautee wild rice and 
brown rice in butter until 
they appear translucent. 
Add mushrooms with their 
cooking liquid, broth or 
water and salt. (Other 
seasonings to taste may be 
added at your discretion.) 
Simmer covered over low 
flame for one hour or until 
rice is tender and liquid is 
absorbed, 

BASIC BROWN RICE 

1% cups brown rice 

2 qts. water 

1 tsp, salt 

Bring water to full boil in 
three-quart kettle. Add salt. 
Stir in rice but do not stir 
again or it will stick. Cover 
and simmer gently for 45-60 
minutes. Remove from 
heat, let steam until ready 
to serve.

What's a ‘secondary 


vitamin deficiency?’

Dear Readers: Thank you 
for so many interesting 
letters from all over ‘the 
country. 

While I am not able to 
write to each one of you 
individually, I will try to 
answer your questions in 
the column. If I don’t get to 
you right away, please be 
patient, because I am 
working on it! 

Dear Shirley: I have just 
been told by my doctor that 
I have a secondary vitamin 
deficiency. I don’t under- 
stand that because I eat 
every well, and I am even 
about 10 pounds overweight. 

I have had chronic colitis 
for several years which 
flares up when I am under 
pressure in my job. I work 
in an advertising agency. 

What other kinds of 


vitamin deficiencies are 
there? I have never heard of 
a “‘secondary vitamin 
deficiency.’’ What does that 
mean? — Mr. J.P. 

Dear Mr. J.P.: I can 
understand your confusion. 
There are two kinds or 
causes of vitamin 
deficiencies. 

A primary vitamin 
deficiency is caused by a 
poor diet, sometimes 
because of poverty or often 
because of a fad diet.

A secondary vitamin 
deficiency can occur 
because the vitamins may 
not be properly absorbed, or 
because of an increased 
excretion of vitamins from 
the body. This is often 
caused by chronic infection 
or problems such as your 
colitis. 


Dream kitchen: 


New fixtures, 


older styles

Judging from some new statistics, the American 
dream kitchen has a microwave oven, plastic laminate 
countertops, vinyl flooring, an electric range and a self- 
cleaning oven 

It’s in traditional style (although modern is coming up 
fast) and it cost about $7,900 to create out of an old, 
cramped kitchen with a poor layout and inadequate 
counter and storage space. 

At least that’s the picture that emerged when the 
American Institute of Kitchen Dealers surveyed its 1,200 
members on consumer preferences. (Only 20 percent of 
the dealers filled out questionnaires, but the results are 
still considered statistically sound. ) 

Those attending a seminar in New York, where the 
statistics were discussed, also learned that Americans 
are staying put in homes and renovating the kitchen 
more than they used to. The old pattern of trading up toa 
better house appears to be diminishing because of 
increasing costs. 

Most customers for new kitchens appear to start out 
with unrealistic expectations when they meet their 
kitchen planner for the first time. Two thirds bring no 
rough sketch or floor plan, 88 percent have no photos or 
ideas of kitchens they like, and 54 percent have an un- 
realistic idea of how much the whole thing is going to 
cost 

The old division of labor between the sexes still seems 
apparent, since the majority of husbands are consulted 
‘nly when it comes to finances (88.2 percent), and layout 
and design (54.7 percent). Only 30,7 percent of husbands 
are invoived in color selection; 44.3 percent play a role in 
appliance selections. 

Most families finance their new kitchen with 
personally-arranged funds or a home-improvement loan. 
Other methods of paying for the renovation include 
refinancing the mortgage and borrowing from a credit 
union. 

Typically, a renovation project includes removal of old 
cabinets (88.3 percent); installation of new cabinets and 
countertops (100 percent); installation of plumbing (81.7 
percent) and lighting (80 percent); fixtures and 
appliances (89.2 percent), and electrical and plumbing 
modifications (85 percent). Floor coverings are installed 
in 64.2 percent of the jobs and new wall coverings in 48.3 
percent. 

According to kitchen dealers, traditional kitchen 
cabinetry and design features are most popular. But 
contemporary designs with natural oak cabinets and 
plastic laminate countertops are becoming more popu- 
lar. Light colors and wood and earth tones are most often 
chosen. 

Today's consumer is more adventurous when it comes 
to kitchen design, said Ellen Cheever, an AIKD member 
from Sacramento, who also conducts courses in kitchen 
design. 

“Clients want a room that looks great and works. They 
expect cabinets to fit the cook, shelves to fit their 
supplies and a room to fit the family,” she said. 
Convenience features like no-wax, sheet-viny] floors and 
laminate surfaces are usually sought. 

But when it comes to the visual, they seek a design that 
makes a personal statement. With more two-career 
families, the kitchen is a night space shared by husband 
and wife, often with children who cook, too, she said. 


The types of special features desired vary. But the 
AIKD study turned up a number that are popular extras. 


Among them are an eating area in the kitchen (65.5 


reent); a pantry (58.7 percent);

The kitchen of the future may differ radically from 
today, according to Albert F. Kimmel, vice president 
and general manager of the Quaker Maid division of 


Tappan Co. 


Since existing major appliances probably cannot meet 
mandated energy-efficiency requirements for 1985 in his 
opinion, there may be changes in appliances that could 
result in new kinds of cabinetry. 

Kimmel predicted that microwave ovens, currently in 
only 14 percent of American homes, will be in most 
kitchens of the future. He also foresaw the coming of the 


computer to the kitchen.

It is a rigid ritual 
of methodical starvation, 
and medical help is 
urgently needed, and 
sometimes hospitalization 
is necessary. 

Since she was once 
overweight in a society that 
values thinness, she may 
have felt guilty, isolated 
and desperately lonely. She 
probably lost weight by not

There may be hair loss, 
and hair may grow in 
unusual areas of the body.

Dear Mrs. L.K.: Women 
need more calcium as they 
get older, because their 
bone density decreases with 
age. They get ‘brittle’ 
bones. Osteoporosis is more 
common in women than in 


men. The female hormone, 
estrogen, tends to retain

young women, but as it 
decreases with age, more 
calcium is lost. 

I suggest that you drink 2- 
3 glasses of skim milk every 


day. Avoid excess meat 
because some amino acids 
tend to increase bone 
density losses. 

Too much salt and sugar 
also increase calcium ioss, 
so gO easy on them, too.
